“The poor fellow instinctively switched off the pump, but, 
with petrol his eyes and mouth, and hardly knowing what 
had happened, naturally panicked little. Before could 
anything, rushed towards his office, doubt with the 
idea finding cloth wipe himself. Luckily, had noticed 
electric fire alight there, and succeeded stopping him. 

“He quickly calmed down, and did best help him 
remove the petrol from his head and take off his dripping 
dust coat. Also, may supposed, soon shoved the car 
away from the pool spirit the forecourt. From what the 
attendant later told me, new sight glass had been fitted 
the previous day. Possibly, had been too tightly installed

Legal ruling 
question often asked: 
what extent are special clauses 
contracts which depart from 
normal commercial procedure valid 
and capable being enforced 

court law? 

recent Court Appeal case 
was shown that buyer goods had 
stipulated his contract that proof 
delivery could only accepted 
when the delivery note was signed 
his delivery clerk. 

When the supplier’s van arrived 
the buyer’s premises, however, the 
driver could find one take accept- 
ance, unloaded and drove off. 

The buyer refused pay, holding 
that had not received the goods 


and that any event was protected 
the contract clause. 

The Appeal judges, confirming judg- 
ment that had been given favour 
the seller, held that the clause could 
not oust the jurisdiction the Courts, 
action were brought, hear wit- 
nesses and decide according the 
ordinary rules evidence. 

This seems proper ruling, when 
one considers the unreasonableness 
expecting seller pinpoint his proof 
delivery the way that the clause 
would require.—M.H.
